KADDITiLY: 

Less  than  an  hour  ago  -  at  12  o'clock,  Eastern  Stajidard  Time,  to  he 
exact,  the  Agricultural  uarketing  Service  issued  a  report  on  the  cattle 
feeding  situation.    Hero's  S.  J,  Howell  with  the  highlights  of  that  cattle 
feeding  report.     All  right,  Mike,  let' s  have  thoiii, 

HOWELL: 

Taking  the  country  as  a  whole,  farmers  will  prohahly  feed  more 
cattle  for  market  this  coming  winter  and  spring  than  they  did  during  those 
months  last  year.     Shipments  of  stockor  and  feodor  cattle  into  the  Corn 
Belt  States  —  and  inspected  at  stocicyards  —  during  the  past  3  months 
were  ahout  an  eighth  larger  than  last  year.      They  were  the  largest  for 
that  period  in  the  past  12  years,  —  the  largest  increases  heing  in  the 
three  central  Corn  Belt  States  —  I.Iinnesota,  Iowa,  and  Missouri, 

KALDSHLY : 

Those  shipments  are  through  the  stocicj-'ards.    Wha.t  ah  out  direct 
shipments  —  are  they  also  "bigger  than  la.st  year? 

HOWELL: 

Yes,  Wallace,  direct  siiipm.onts  of  feeder  cattle  into  six  of  the 
Corn  Belt  States  for  the  same  period  were  ahout  60  percent  larger  than 
last  year.     Those  six  states  are  Indiana,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  and  i^ehraska.     The  men  in  the  Bureau  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
rate  of  increase  of  feodor  shipments  into  the  Corn  Belt  won't  he  as  great 
during  the  next  3  months.  Oh,  they'll  prohahly  "be  some?/hat  higger  than  they 
were  last  year.    Most  of  the  increase  in  cattle  feeding  in  the  Corn  Belt 
States  this  year  will  proha"bly  he  east  of  the  Missouri  Hiver,  v/i  th  the 

largest  incre.ase  in  the  central  part  of  the  Belt,  that  is  in  Minnesota, 

Iowa,  and  Missouri, 

KADDSHLY : 

You  say  -  most  of  the  increase  in  the  numher  of  cattle  on  feed  will 
he  east  of  the  Missouri  River  —  hut,  ¥;hat  ahout  in  the  Corn  Bolt  States 
west  of  the  Missouri  River   Kansas  and  ifehraska? 

HOWELL: 

Ar^  increase  in  those  States  is  likely  to  he  small. 


KADDERLY : 

Going  farther  West  —  what's  the  report  fran  the  Wester;!  States? 
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HCWSLL: 

Reports  from  th at  area  indicate  that  the  nmher  of  cattle  or.  feed 
in  nearly  all  of  the  V/estern  States  will  "he  smaller  than  last  year,  and 
there  is  some  possi'oility  that  feeding  in  the  important  irrigated  areas 
east  of  the  Itocky's  may  iDe  much  smo.ller.     The  v;estern  cattlemen  won't  have 
as  large  a  proportion  of  the  cattle  on  feed  a.s  they  had  last  year,  Dov;n 
in  Texas  the  nmnher  fed  may  he  ahout  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

KABDEHLY : 

One  more  question,  I.iike,    Have  you  ar^- idea  as  to.  when  these  cattle 
vrill  he  read;,'"  to  go  to  market? 

EOTELL: 

Well,  TTallace,  ahout  all  wc  know  is  that  there  were  more  cattle 
weighing  over  800  pounds,  and  less  weighing  -onder  800  pounds  sent  to  the 
feed  lots.     These  figures  and  other  information  lead  us  to  Relieve  tliat 
more  will  he  sent  to  market  du-ring  the  vrlnter  months  thaii  was  the  cp.se 
last  year.     Therefore,  the  merkot  sv.pply  of  fed  cattle  during  the  coning 
year  may  be  relatively  the  'biggest  during  the  winter  months.
